Eighty-firs- t 
and 
Eighty-fifth-

stood 
in line in a btump lot vthero the timber 
had

The 
Alabamlans 
opened a brisk Are upon the New 
Yoil:-ei- 
and when it was briskly icturncd 
thei 
threw themselves 
down

the stumps aud took picked shots. 
In 
a short time the New 1'oikcrs retired 
to the shelter of a wood aud a line of 
ti ouches In front of the guns. 
About the time that the Now Yoi It- 
ers fell back tho Confederate brigade 
led by General Rodes charged the bat- 
tery on Gordon's flank, and he ordered 
tho Alabamlans to tally on the regi- 
mental colors. 
Mistaking tho word of 
command, 
they faced about and start- 
ed 
for tho tear. 
When 
the mistake 
was pointed 
out, Gordon's men faced 
about 
again 
and 
charged

through the tangled abatis and over 
the intrenchmeuts. 
Mystified 
by the 
laetles of the southerners, the Yankee 
boys again retreated, and In the eager

feet deep. 
Gordon's men were soon 
caught in a snare. 
From a fresh Fed- 
eral brigade tho Third and Fifth

and looking for help to come up and 
clear the woods of enemies, 
the Ala- 
bamlans held on in the snamp for nn 
hour. 
Gordon bore n charmed life,

struggled ficicoly at Seven I'ines a 
leg-Imc- 
of blueeoats made gory history 
at Fair Oaks. 
At that point the 
Fed-tra- l 
line was crushed by the onslaught 
of tho Palmetto regiment of South Car- 
olina. 
The field was Ilkcthat at Severn 
I'ines 
woods, slashings and clearings 
for cannon. 
The ralmcttos 
captured, 
the ground and stood lu their tracks to, 
hold off two regiments of Penusylva; 
ulans w hlch came up much In tho tem- 
per of Gordon's Alabamlans 
surprised, 
baffled and mad. 
In the lead marched 
tho 
Sixty-firs- t 
Pennsylvania, command-e-d 
by Colonel 
Oliver Hazard 
Rlppey 
a hero well named for the rolo he was 
to play. 
As tho Pcnnsyhaulans 
charged up 
at a double quick the Carolinians drop-

advanced until within thirty paces Of 
tho foe.

aud their batteries aud Intrenchments
